Gov. Helm in bis attempt to reply to onr arti- 
cle* on this snbjaet, nsea this laaguago: “Ton aa- 
anma that the company baa attained a point in lU 
monetary affaire when it muat rely on a sale of ita 
mortgage bonds for final completion, and cannot 
get steeniy-Jlte cents on ike dollar for them. So I 
cannot, in jtutice to the company, do leas than i 
pronounce your statement gratuitous, unauthor- 
i*ed, and without foundation.” Now this is de- 
cidedly cool, and eminently eharaoteristio of the 
Governor. I,at ns dissect this denial, and sea 
how much reliance there is to be placed in it. 
Doea he pretead that the road can be finished with- 
out a sale of the mortgage bends? Will he tell 
us whether or not he haa yet sold e»* single mort- 
gage bond for cashf la be aot now paying hia es- 
timates from money raised from bonds hypotheca- 
ted to one of our banks? Will he tell us whether 
he did not sell first mortgage bonds on the Leba- 
non branch road, bearing seven per cent interest, 
and having only a little upwards of four years to 
run, at steenhy-ftet oents on the dollar. If ' 
he will deny this, we will see if we can’t prove it- 
Then, if he sold these bonds having a little up- 
wards of four years only to run, what right have 
we to hope be will sell the first mortgage bonds 
on the main stem, haring a much longer time to 
run, for a better price? Will the Governor deny 
that, for the past twelvo months, he has been will- 
ing to sell C per cent mortgage bonds on the main 
stem at snsrity-fiee cents on the dollar f Has he not 
been writing and endeavoring to efieet a negotia- 
tion of these bonds, and if so, up to this date has 
he received the slightest encouragement that a 
sale can be made? And, if these mortgage bonds 
cannot be sold, then will he explain how the main 
stem can be completed, unless it be by direct tax- 
ation upon the people, of Louisville? 

The unskillful msuner in which the Governor 
has handled the city bonds has eoAt Louisville, in 
actual discount and.loss of credit, a fabulous sum- 
more than we will undertake to compute by fig- 
ures. Iu fact, up to the time our securities were 
placed in the keeping of his company, uo city 
credit stood higher, and uo bonds commanded a 
fuller figure thaD did Louisville. 

Look at then and now. Shortly before the ad- 
vent of the present management of that enter- 
prise into power, our cotemporary of the Demo, 
crat, then being a member of the board of trus- 
tees of common schools was appointed agent to 
negotiate a sale of some ef eur oity bonds, issued 
for the benefit of our common schols, and be 
effected a sale of them at par or nearly par, 
and after his return, we have been told, he had 
to procure certificates and affidavits to provs that 
he did not get more than par. 

Even the water company seld their bonds at 
seventy-seven and a half oents, although they 
had to contend in a market where the Louisville 
and Nashville issue, owmg to the manner In 
which they had been peddled and bartered off, were 
selling at from sixty to sixty-five cents oa the dol' 
lar. These are stubborn facts and we Invoke our 
fellow eitiseus to ponder upon them. When a 
company tells the best of securities at a price 
that will pay the purchaser such an enormous and 
ruinous per osnt. per annum, Is it to be won 
dered at that eonfidence is destroyed, aud the 
stock of the road is sold at from ten to twenty 
per cent, on the dollar by some ef our shrewdest 
meu and largest property holders? 

It is these facts that we comp!aiu of. We con- 
tend that Gov. Helm should have no more bonds 
to peddle out to the ruin of the city’s credit 
and the great sacrifice of the property of her citi- 
zens, until at least he shall complete the main stem 
of the L. A N. R. R. Let us have the main trunk 
done before we allow such a financial prodigy to 
build any more branches. If he can’t see that he 
is not the man to munago securities of this kind — 
that there is something in 'the looks, the voice, 
the eye, the manner, and above all, the head of 
the successful vender of stocks, which Inspires 
the confidence that '.is deserved, and that these 
characteristics are not in the Governor — if he 
has not yet learned these all-important facts, "lot 
us give him a hint by voting down his ordinance, 
and refusing to give him the management of any 
more of our securities, especially when wo see so 
plainly that he is going to both saorificc and sink 
them. 

The Time and Manner. 

Gov. Helm, alluding to our remarks on the ordi- 
nance authorising a subscription of $300,000 to 
the Memphis branch of the Louisville aud Nash- 
ville railroad, uses this language: “The Courier says 
this is not the time, nor have we proceeded by the 
right mode; but he does not favor us with his time 
or manner.” We will favor the Governor now with 
our time and manner. When the credit of Lou- 
isville is redeemed, and her securities occupy that 
position to which their intrinsic worth justly enti- 
tles them— when the Louisville and Nashville 
railroad and the water works are completed, and 
our citizens are relieved from the oppressive taxes 
that have been grinding them to the dust for the 
past few years, then, and not till then, will be the 
proper time to talk .of embarking in new enter- 
prises. 

Now as to eur manner. If we agree to be taxed 
$800,000 to be paid in one, two, three, and four 
years, by taxation, our manner of doing it would 
be to pay ths money and get the worth ef it, and 
not issue bonds and plaoo them in the hands of 
Gov. Helm to sacrifioe, as was dons in ths case of 
the Lebanon braneh bands, at seventy-five cents 
oa the dollar. Gar condition and credit are net 
so desperate that we sboald thus be made the vic- 
tim of shavers and usurers. This is our answer. 
Are you satisfied that we are right. Governor?— . 
If yon are not, a very large majority of our tax- 
payers are. 

The Voice of Trimble. 

We publish this morning the resolutions adopt- 
ed by the Democracy of Trimble last Monday.— 
They will do to read aad reflect upon. Rome of 
the best Democrats In the world dwell ia Trimble, 
and their names may be found among those who 
attended this meeting. They are true national 
Democrats, with decided Southern proclivities, 
and that is tbs kind we liks.

Indeed, those 
present coaid not have beea hut delighted with 
the abounding wanders and curiosities; while the 
moving panorama of beauty was sufficient sf 
itself to awaken enthusiaem in the most stolid 
breast. Ws were pleased to see that the graceful

attracted no inconsiderable degree of interest, 
and elicited many encomiums from lips unused to 
uttering words of praise in behalf of creatures so 
light and serial. There were specimens of crotch- 
et work, elegantly conceived and most artistically 
wrought, by two young ladies. Miss Hannah Hy- 
man and Miss Huldah Hyman, aged twelve and 
fifteen years. We wondered more at the patience 
aad industry that must characterise these young 
girls, than at their work, excellent as it is. At 
an age when fun and frolio are the ruling passions 
of their sex, they have ohoeen to devote them- 
selves to the cultivation of the domestic graces, 
and with an assiduity worthy of all praise, have 
perfected themselves In one of the moat pleasant 
female accomplishments. Two splendidly work- 
ed and embroidered chairs, the fruits of Miss 
Alioe T. Bordeu's skill and industry, were also 
suggestive of her quick eye, and ready hand, and 
pleasiog fancy. She, too, is but a girl— just in 
her teens. We the more cheerfully commend 
these youthful examples, since they promise well 
for the future, and we think with Milton, that 
“ Nothing lovliercan be found 
In woman, than to study household good.” 

A case of paper flowers and materials for the 
manufacture of those beautiful ornaments, are ex 
hibited by Mrs. E. W. Hayes, who must combine 
exquisite taste, a poetical fancy, and the unparal- 
leled nimbleneas of fingers. The flowers bear such 
a .striking} semblance to the sweet children of 
the garden, that were it not for the absence of the 
delioate and gracious odors that render nature’s 
blooms andjtilossoms the more lovely, we might 
readily mistake these artificial product for clip- 
pings from the most exotic plants. 

Miss Sarah H&tzell exhibited a specimen of 
crotchet work of exceeding fineness and beauty. 
Indeed, all these ladies appear to be vieing in the 
cultivation of these domestic arts, for which the 
wife of Ulysses was so famed in Homeric song. 
“speed the plow.” 

Not far from these light and fragile articles may 
be found the more cumbrous and substantial im- 
plements ef agricultural science. There are the 
various plow* manufactured by B. F. Avery, of this 
city, of bis own peculiar patent, and adapted to 
all kinds of soil and every species of crop— plows 
with shear* keen and glittering a* Damascene 
blades, made of the stoutest timber, and so ar- 
ranged as to be of light draft— easy for both 
driver and teams. Mr. Avery's factory, on lower 
Main street, is an immense institution, at which 
a large number of hands are employed, and whole 
forests of timber annually used. The demand for 
these plow* comes chiefly from the South, where 
they are universally popular with planters. In 
this State they have also a wide range of use — 
turning up blue grass, pennyroyal, and {sand 
baked sod. 

I EON BAIUN*. ETC. 

We were especially gratified lost evening to see 
that Messrs. Uarbarotix A Snowden, of the cele- 
brated Hydraulic Foundry, corner of Washington 
and Floyd, had at last made their appearance. — 
They have handsomely enclosed with an iron rail- 
ing the north east corner of the ball, and within 
their reserved precinct, have set up a miniature 
of their extensive workshop. Their locomotive 
boiler last year attracted considerable notice, and 
has become very popular. In the manufacture of 
beautiful railings for cemeteries, yards, squares 
and balconies, this firm is not to be excelled. They 
combine taste and durability— graceful proportions 
with solidity, and render the plainest and least 
expensive enclosure architecturally attractive. — 
Specimens of Messrs. Ii&rbaroux A Snowden’s iron 
ornaments for the grounds of residences and pub' 
lie places, are on exhibition. We have rarely 
seen anything handsomer than their bronzed 
chairs. But we cannot catalogue all their articles. 
Their products must be seen and studied to be ap- 
preciated. 

CBCCl FIXES, EAGLES, AND IMA0B8. 

A curious combination of articles to be seen in an 
exhibition hall, the reader may observe. Yet 
they are there— the results of Mr. Auton Kablert’s 
labors, whose establishment is on Sixth street, 
between Market and Jefferson. Mr. K. is an ex- 
celled artizan, as these castings attest. The re- 
presentations of our Savior on the cross display 
no little artistic skill, while they are highly finish- 
ed. As ornaments for Catholic ohurches, we should 
think they would be very desirable. He also ex- 
hibits several styles of paper weights, combining 
beauty with utility, being made of brass. The 
foundry of Mr. K. is one of the small workshops 
of our ci y, where so much is annually produced, 
but whLa never figures in the total summing up 
of the trade of the place. And here we have a 
practical demonstration of the value of the Me- 
ohanies’ Institute. Had it not been for this public 
display of Mr. K.’s skill in a peculiar branch of 
mschanies, but very few persons wonld have been 
aware of his existence, or of the prosecution of 
that department of art in Louisville.

Onr brief notice yesterday of the display of 
photographs, by Harris, has caused quite 
a osmmotion. His splendid gallery of pic- 
tures was & magnet last night to attract all olaBS- 
es. Groups were standing about discussing ths 
portraits, aad there was a diversity of opinion, as 
there always is when artists speak of the works of 
their own fraternity. It is singular that people 
whs minister so muoh to the gratification of the 
publio, and whose mission is confined to the de- 
velopment of the beautiful, should be so absurdly 
ridiculous in their Jealousies. The moat famous i 
artists have been a quarrelsome, morbidly sensi- 
tive, morsse, and unpleasant aet of genius-inspired 
creatures, and their followers in ths lower walks 
of art must needs imitate the die maioree In their 
foibles and follies.

— B ar- 
nard Nadal wa* presented for examiuatioa charg- 
ed with killing SI i Yansickle.

A large number ef witnesses were summoned and 
swern, including the coroner and Doctors Knapp, i 
Richardson, and Goldsmith. They testified that 
the death waa ceased by a wound inflicted en the 
right side ef the head, orushiag the skall, caus- 
ng concussion and compression, and death. Hia 
body was slightly braised on one side. 

Geo. R. Trigg testified that he was present at the 
ship yard of Mr. Nadal when the dispute and diffi 
culty occurred, but didn't hear the commencement. 
Me heard the deceased tell the elder Nadal not to 
dispute his word again, if he did he would knock 
him down With the word, he struck Nadal a 
blew with hia fiat, and aimed more blows at him, 
when Nadal retreated towards the bluff, and Ber- 
nard Nadal who waa behind Vansicklea, struck 
him a blow on tha head with a slab of oak wood. 

• This knocked Vansicklea head foremost over the 
bluff, when he wa* prostrate, and T. S. Nadal, see- 
ing he was down, turned back and struck the de- 
ceased repeatedly in the face, holding his head 
with one band and striking with the other. Ber- 
nard Nadal then took his father off. The witness 
further stated that Bernard Nadal who was four 
feet behind deceased, threw the piece of oak, the 
end of it hittiog him on the aide of the head. — 

| Upon being asked the question, he stated that 
Vansiclea was a stout man, able to handle three 
like Nadal. 

Wm. Isler was at work, or about to go to work, 
i in the ship yard, at 7 o’clock in the morning, 
when he heard T. 8. Nadal, who was in conversa- 
tion with V anaickles, tell him or say it was false.

Ezekiel True was at the boat at work; had been 
a fuss; paid no attention until he heard some one 
groan, when he looked and saw Vansicklea on his 
hands and knees, and saw T. 3. Nadal hit him 
twice. 

Other witnesses were called, but stated no 
further particulars, and as Uunsenhouser was 
sent for as an important witness, the examination 
was postponed. 

After bearing some further testimonv the oourt 
concluded to hold Bernard Nadal to bail in the 
sum of $1,500 to answer the charge of manslaugh- 
ter.

Monm TnocsLS among Southern Packrts. — A 
number of tbe merchants and shippers of Vicks- 
burg, have been quarrelling among themselves of 
lata, about rates of freight, particularly cotton 
going South, also in regard to receiving goods on 
wharf boats, etc. But latelv other parties have 
taken an interest in their affairs as well as trade, 
and the papers down there pitch into them “hot 
footed.” Among others tbe New Orleans A 
Memphis packet line, one of the best extant, bid 
for the trade and travel, whereupon the Vicksburg 
Whig, of the 10th., comes down upon them in this 
wise: 

Impowtiox on Tax telexs.— ^ W e learn from tb* Mem- 
phis Ledger that the Memphis and Charleston railroad 
and the Memphis and New Orleans packet company 
have entered lute a combination, whereby passenger* 
who purchase through ticket* In New York, for Vicks- 
burg and New Orleans, arc c mpelled to tak* tbe boats 
of the New Orleans and Memphis packet company, and 
that throngs tickets will not be sold byway of he Mem- 
phis and Mcksburg packets. Bet tills Is not all. W* 
were told a f«« days ago by a gentleman In this city that 
the New Orleans and Memphis packet company had 
given notice to our New Or ean* boat* that if they darvd 
to tiring up freight to be reahlpped via our Memphis 
paeketa, ihey wouid come down here and take cotton for 
/bur bit* a bale. This is th« policy adc pled by this 
mammoth humbug line of mail boats, yclept the Mem- 
phis and New Orleans packrt company, to which they 
expect to f rce tret. ht and passengers to take t etr boats. 
It str kes os that a fair competition would be more hon. 
orable . but there Is no accounting for taste. 

tt e believe the Memphis and New Orleans packet com- 
pany will be foUed In their object. A through ticket is 
now being prepared which recognizes the Vicksburg 
packet*, and we bare no doubt this prompt and reliable 
line will be able to defy the humbug concern which has 
to resort to combinations to secure custom. 

Accidemt to the Bowling Grbkn.— T he Owens- 
boro and Evansville packet, Bowling Green, Wed- 
nesday night, struck a snag or log at Strong's 
landing, a few miles above Salt river, just as sLe 
was backing out from tbe landing. One of tbe 
planks at the stern wag knocked off, causing her to 
leak ao badly that she sunk in four feet water, 
damaging a large amount of li eight in the hold, 
chiefly merchandise. 

Tb* Bowling Green left Portland late Wednes- 
day afternoon, having a great deal of freight on 
board, the most of which was dry goods, pur- 
chased by passengers, for tbe various river land- 
ings this aide of Owensboro. 

The R. M. Patton No. 2 came up soon after the 
accident, and took off' moat of her freight and 
bronght it back to this city. The crew of the 
Bowling Green were at work stopping the leak, 
and no doubt they will have her all afloat by to- 
day. She will have to be taken in the dock to be 
repaired. 

ur We thank the attentive officers of the Po- 
tomac, from Cairo, for a memorandum. She bad 
a number of passengers from the Woodford from 
New Orleans, and reports but very little freight 
at Cairo for reahipment South. 

The Potomac on her trip butted against a snag 
or something harder, which broke a few of her 
ribs, and she has to lie by a day or two to repail. 

Steamboat Bcrxei>. — B y referring to the dis 
patches in another part of the paper, it will be 
seen that tbe W. H. Dennv was destroyed by fire 
vesterdsy on the Upper Mississippi, near Quincy. 
She belonged to the Northern line of packets be- 
tween St. Louis and Saint Paul. 

Boat Biilding at Cincinnati. — We learn by the 
yearly report in the Price Current, that boat build- 
ing in that city in the past year, has fallen off ful 
lv one-half. The total number of boats built there 
this season was 14 with a tonage of 5,334 tons, 
against 34 boats the previous year, and an aggre- 
gate tonage of 10,600 tons. 

— The bright, 
t, and light packet Ella, in charge of our brush 
young friend Dashiell, who though a young man, 
is sn old boatman, is the regular mail aud passen- 
ger packet for Cairo and Memphis this evening. 
She starts at 5 o’clock from Portland, and will gj 
through without delay.
